accuracy of that judgment. It is Law executed. The Israelites 
could only see it after they got out of bondage. Those in the 
Book of Revelation could not have victor}' over the Beast 
unless they were living in the time when the Beast rules. Do 
not fear what is coming. Whether you are taken out or whether 
you are taken through, don’t let anything bother you. Why? 
Because Jesus said, “I AM with you always, even until the 
end of the age” (Matt. 28:20). 

Exodus, or ‘departure,’ speaks of that time when both 
groups are going to meet the Lord. Incidentally, the 
cockcrowing is when you wake up from sleep. If you live in 
the country, you hear the crowing of the rooster and you get 
up. What does the Bible mean when it speaks about waking 
from sleep? “The dead in Christ shall rise” (I Thess. 4:16). 
Hallelujah! Death is likened unto sleep in the Word of God. 
The cockcrowing is at the close of the Tribulation when the 
dead in Christ shall rise together with the surviving ones and 
they will meet the Lord (V. 17). Remember, He comes at 
midnight and there is a blessing for those who are watching 
both at the second watch and at the third watch. So the Lord 
is showing us that there is an exodus coming, a real departure 
- people leaving earth to meet their destiny in the heavens. 
That will be the final fulfillment of the Exodus. 

So, the firstborn had a double portion. To have a double 
portion means that you have access to two realms - heaven 
and earth. After He ascended to the Father, didn’t Jesus de¬ 
scend? He came back to this earth realm for forty days (Acts 
3:1). You can have an immortal body, but that only qualifies 
you for the earth. But if you have a glorified body, you will 
have a double portion, and you will be able to ascend and 
descend. That is the greatest blessing that the church of the 
Lord Jesus Christ will come into. Yield to Him now. Submit 
to Him now. Say, “Lord, beautify my inner man with the 
gold and the silver and the white linen raiment.” 



Let us look at Moses as a type of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Moses was one of the great Bible characters. God details for 
us in Exodus Moses’ birth first, and then He shows us Moses’ 
life, ministry, and the way he delivered Israel from Egypt and 
his dealings with the Israelites in the wilderness. God re¬ 
corded for us Moses’ death and burial. He showed us Moses’ 
coming back to earth a second time on the Mount of Trans¬ 
figuration. Therefore, this man must be important! Very few 
Bible characters have their birth and death recorded. After 
they are dead, we usually don’t read any more about them. 
Moses is probably the most talked-about man in the entire 
Bible, apart from Jesus Christ; David is referred to many times 
in the Bible, but his birth is not recorded. 

Moses’ life covered three phases, or three periods, of forty 
years. The first forty years he thought he was a somebody. 
The next forty years he discovered he was a nobody. In the 
last forty years he found out God could use a nobody to be¬ 
come a somebody! Forty is the number of trial and testing to 
bring forth fruit. Four is the number of the earth. There are 
many forties in the Bible. 

To see a picture showing that Moses portrays the life of 



Jesus Christ, let us consider Deuteronomy 18:15,18 : 

“The Lord thy God will raise up unto thee a 
Prophet from the midst of the e, of thy brethren, like 
unto me; unto Him ye shall hearken, 

I will raise them up a Prophet from among their 
brethren, like unto thee, and will put My words in 
His mouth; and He shall speak unto them all that 1 
shall command Him. And it shall come to pass that 
whosoever will not hearken unto My words which 
He shall speak in My Name, I will require it of him.” 

Of whom was Moses prophesying? Jesus, Jesus was that 
Prophet who would receive the words from the Father and 
would speak them, even as Moses received words from the 
Father to speak to the nation of Israel. 

By the above Scriptures we see that the life of Moses must 
have a parallel or a certain relationship to that of the Prophet 
among prophets, the Lord Jesus Christ. “Prophet” means ‘a 
spokesman,’ ‘one who speaks for another.’ Aaron was to be 
the spokesman for Moses - Aaron was to be his prophet. To 
prophesy means ‘to speak forth’ or ‘to tell forth." So if an¬ 
other prophet was to come on the scene like unto Moses, it 
would behoove us to see how Moses was a picture of this 
greater prophet. Notice what Moses said: “...whosoever will 
not hear the words of this prophet will be cut off.” Jesus said, 

“...the words that I speak unto you I speak not of 
Myself: but the Father that dwelleth in Me....” 

John 14:10 

“. ..the words that 1 speak unto you, they are spirit, 
and they are life. ” 

John 6:63 

To reject His words means that you don’t want life; you 
choose death rather than life. We will see how the life of Moses 



is a type - not a perfect type, but a type nevertheless - of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Let’s look at some beautiful similarities. First let’s consider 
the nationality of Moses. 

“And there went a man of the house of Levi, and 
took to wife a daughter of Levi And the woman con¬ 
ceived, and bare a son: and when she saw him that he 
was a goodly child, she hid him three months 

Exodus 2:1-2 

We see that Moses is an Israelite of the tribe of Levi. When 
Jesus came to the earth, He came to the Israelite nation. Jesus 
was called the son of David and the son of Abraham in Mat¬ 
thew 1:1. Jesus came from the lineage of Judah. In Revela¬ 
tion 5:5 He is called “the Lion of the tribe of Judah.” Judah 
is the kingly line. Jesus did not come from the tribe of Levi, 
but nevertheless He was identified as a Jew or an Israelite 
when He was bom. He told the Samaritan woman, “salva¬ 
tion is of the Jews” (Jn. 4:22). So He identified Himself 
with the nation of Israel. 

When Moses was bom, his nation was under the domin¬ 
ion of a Gentile king. Exodus 1:8-13 tells us about the new 
Pharaoh who came on the scene. This Pharaoh was jealous 
of the progress of the Hebrews. He felt that the Hebrews 
might get Egypt to rebel against his rule, so he hated them. 
They were under a different power, a foreign king, a Gentile 
king. When Jesus was born, Israel as a nation was under the 
rule of a Gentile nation, Rome. They were not free in the land; 
they were in bondage to the Roman power. That is shown in 
Matthew 2:1. When Jesus was bom, they expected Him to 
fulfill certain things as shown in Luke 24:21. 

Moses (as a babe) was threatened by Pharaoh in Exodus 
1:22. When Jesus was a baby, His life was threatened by 
Herod. Herod commanded that all children two years old 



and under should be slain. When Moses was a babe, the de¬ 
cree was that all males should be slain. 

Moses in Exodus 2:11 and Acts 7:25 had an early knowl¬ 
edge of his mission. No doubt his mother, who nursed him 
for Pharaoh’s daughter, reared him and taught him that he 
was a child of destiny. He knew about it. When Jesus was 
born, He was aware of the fact that He had a mission to per¬ 
form. He told Mary and Joseph, “How is it that you sought 
Me? wist ye not that I must be about My Father’s business?” 
(Lk. 2:49), In Hebrews 11:24-26, Moses is said to have re¬ 
fused to be called the son of Pharaoh’s daughter. He identi¬ 
fied himself with the Israelites. When he came of age, he 
turned away from Pharaoh’s palace. He left the palace, the 
pleasures of Egypt, and decided to endure suffering with the 
Israelites. Jesus Christ left the riches, the palace, and the glory 
of heaven, and came to earth to be identified with the nation 
of Israel. Philippians 2:6-7 states, 

“Who, being in the form of God, thought it not 
robbery to be equal with God: But made Himself of 
no reputation, and took upon Him the form of a ser¬ 
vant, and wns made in the likeness of mend’ 

The next verse says He went to the cross. 

Moses sought to deliver his brethren in Exodus 2:13-14, 
But they said to him, “Who made thee a prince and a judge 
over us?” In John 1:11-12, 

“He (Jesus) came unto His own and His own re¬ 
ceived Him not . But as many as received Him, to 
them gave He power to become the sons of God, even 
to them that believe on His Name,” 

The same expression used to Moses is used by Jesus: 

“And He said unto him, Man, who made Me a 
judge or a divider over you?” 


Luke 12:14

Jesus was saying in reality that they would not accept Him, 
even as they did not accept Moses. 

Moses, after his rejection, left his brethren and went to a 
Gentile country, Midian. When the Jews forsook the Lord 
and rejected Him, the Book of Acts says, 

“...God at the first did visit the Gentiles , to take 
out of them a people for His Name.” 

Acts 15:14 

Moses married a Midianite woman and an Ethiopian; and 
our Lord Jesus Christ is going to have a Gentile bride. The 
Jews don’t want to hear that. But because they rejected Him, 
He turned to the Gentiles to take out from among them a people 
for His Name. The woman bears the name of the man. 

Exodus 2:15 tells us that Moses was weary, and sat by the 
well in Midian. 

“Now when Pharaoh heard this thing, he sought 
to slay Moses. Out Moses fled from the face of Pha¬ 
raoh, and dwelt in the land of Midian: and he sat 
down by a well. ” 

Doesn’t that remind you of Jesus going through Samaria? It 
is written, “And He must needs go through Samaria” (Jn. 
4:4), and that He sat down by a well (v. 6). The Samaritan 
woman came to draw water. When Moses sat down by the 
well, the daughters of Jethro came to draw water. Just as 
Moses ministered to them, Jesus ministered to that Samaritan 
woman. 

And in Exodus 3:1, we are told that Moses became a shep¬ 
herd in Midian. He kept the flock of Jethro, his father-in-law. 
Jesus Christ called Himself a Good Shepherd in John 10:11. 

“1 am the Good Shepherd: the Good Shepherd 
giveth His life for the sheep. ” 



The Bible speaks of Jesus in Hebrews 13:20 as the Great 
Shepherd, and in I Peter 2:25 He is called the Chief Shep¬ 
herd. He is the Good Shepherd because He lays down His 
life; He is the Great Shepherd by virtue of the resurrection; 
and He is the Chief Shepherd by virtue of His coming again, 
when He shall appear in His Glory! 

Moses was secluded in Midian in the backside of the desert, 
but we aren’t told much of his activities. Jesus Christ was 
secluded in Nazareth, where He was brought up. We don’t 
hear' of His activities from age twelve to age thirty, except 
that He worked in the carpenter shop helping Joseph. So, He 
was hidden until the time He appeared as a deliverer. Notice 
the comparison here. 

Moses was commissioned by God in Exodus 3:10 to go 
and deliver Israel. In Luke 19:10 we are told, u For the Son 
of man is come to seek and to save that which was lost 

Moses had a commission, and Jesus had a commission from 
the Father. 

Moses is called an apostle in Exodus 4:12. An apostle is 
one who is sent. Jesus said, “I am not sent but to ike lost 
sheep of the house of Israel” (Matt. 15:24). In John 9:4. He 
speaks of being sent. In Hebrews 3:1 , Jesus is called “the 
Apostle and High Priest of our profession Again, an 
Apostle means ‘one who is especially sent or commissioned 
by God.’ 

Moses had credentials to back up his ministry. What were 
they? Miracles were performed by the rod. What were the 
credentials of Jesus? Matthew 11:4-5 states, 

“Jesus answered and said unto them , Go and 
shew John again those things which ye do hear and 
see: The blind receive their sight, and the lame walk, 
the lepers are cleansedand the deaf hear, the dead 
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are raised up, and the poor have the Gospel preached 

to them. ” 

In other words, signs and wonders came from Jesus. The rod 
symbolized the word of God. Moses used the rod to perform 
signs. Jesus spoke the word, and signs and miracles were 
done. Isn’t it beautiful how God operates? 

What were the first signs that God gave Moses? The rod 
was to become a serpent and the leprous hand was to become 
whole again. Moses received power over the serpent and over 
leprosy. The very first thing that Jesus did when He began 
His ministry was to defeat the serpent in the wilderness as in 
Matthew 4. There was a temptation, and the seipent is a sym¬ 
bol of Satan. Jesus defeated the serpent, and He healed the 
leper in Matthew 8:2-3. He touched the leper and did not get 
leprosy. 

Moses was told by God in Exodus 4:19 to return to his 
own land. When Jesus was a baby, Mary and Joseph fled to 
Egypt. Then the angel told Joseph to return to Israel, because 
Herod was dead, just as the Pharaoh was a different one. 

Moses announced judgments to Pharaoh, time and again. 
Jesus warned the people, “Exceptye repent , ye shall all like¬ 
wise perish” (Lk. 13:3). In John 12:31 we read, 

“Now is the judgment of this world; now shall 
the prince of this world he cast out.” 

Just as Moses brought judgment on Pharaoh, so did Jesus 
come to bring judgment on Satan. 

Moses, when he came of age, looked at the burdens of his 
people and had compassion on them. He told them how God 
would deliver them out of Pharaoh’s hand. The people began 
to relax in their work and Pharaoh was annoyed because they 
were not working. Exodus 5:5 states: 

“Behold, the people of the land now are many 



and ye make them rest from their burdens.” 

Jesus says in Matthew 11:28, 

“Come unto Me, all ye that labor and are heavy 
laden and I will give you rest. ” 

Moses was moved with compassion to help his people and to 
bring them unto rest. Jesus came to give us rest. Moses went 
to Pharaoh saying, “Let my people go” (Ex. 9:13). Jesus was 
anointed to set the captives free (Isa. 61:1, Lk. 4:18). 

Moses, after Pharaoh had hardened his heart, prophesied 
in Exodus 11:8, 

“And all these thy servants shall come down unto 
me, and bow down themselves unto me, saying, Get 
thee out, and all the people that follow thee: and af¬ 
ter that 1 will go out. And he went out from Pha¬ 
raoh in a great anger.” 

Philippians 2:10-11 states, 

“ . .At the Name of Jesus every knee should bow, 
of things in heaven, and things in earth, and things 
under the earth; A nd that every tongue should con¬ 
fess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father.” 

Exodus 10:7 states: 

“And Pharaoh’s servants said unto him, How 
long shall this man be a snare unto us? lei the men 
go, that they may serve the Lord their God: knowest 
thou not yet that Egypt is destroyed?” 

I Peter 2:8 states: 

“And a stone of stumbling, and a rock of offence, 
even to them which stumble at the word, being dis¬ 
obedient; whereunto also they were appointed. ” 
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Moses went out in anger. In Mark 3:5, we see that Jesus 
was moved with indignation at the hardness of the people’s 
hearts. He was especially angered at the Pharisees and Saddu- 
cees. It was the anger of the spirit, a righteous indignation, 
that He manifested. There is a righteous indignation when 
you get angry for the right cause - not anger that defends 
ourselves, but anger for the glory of God - the anger that 
causes us to hate sin and love righteousness. 

In Exodus 8:19, the magicians said, “This is the finger of 
God” 

When Jesus cast out devils in Luke 11:19-20 , we read, 

“And if I by Beelzebub cast out devils, by whom 
do your sons cast them out ?... But if I with the fin¬ 
ger of God cast out devils, no doubt the kingdom of 
God is come upon you. ” 

The finger of God is the hand of God, the power of God, the 
authority of God. Remember how the finger of God wrote on 
the tablets (Ex. 31:18). That does not necessarily mean that 
God’s literal finger wrote, but God’s power was manifested 
in writing. The finger of God is symbolic of His authority. 

Exodus 11:4 and 6 says that there was a cry a midnight. 
Jesus spoke of the cry at midnight. 

“And at midnight there was a cry made, Behold, 
the Bridegroom cometh; go ye out to meet Him. ” 

Matthew 25:6 

In Exodus 12:29-30, the firstborn were smitten. Zecha- 
riah 12:10 states that when the Jews see the Lord again, 

“...they shall mourn for Him, as one mourneth 
for his only son, and shall be in bitterness for Him, 
as one that is in bitterness for his firstborn.” 


Acts 7:22 states, 



“And. Moses was learned in all the wisdom of the 

Egyptians, and was mighty in words and in deeds.” 

The people were amazed at the words and works of Jesus 
as recorded in Matthew 13:54. The two men on the way to 
Emmaus told the Lord, “...concerning Jesus of Nazareth, 
which was a Prophet mighty in deed and word before God 
and all the people” (Lk. 24:19). 

Moses caused the Red Sea to go back by using the rod. 
Jesus, by speaking the word, caused the sea to become still 
(ML 9:39). Jesus Himself walked on the waters (Matt. 14:25). 

The authority of Moses was challenged in Numbers 16:3. 
Likewise the Scribes and the Pharisees rejected the authority 
of Jesus, “By what authority doeth thou these things?” (Matt. 
21:23). 

The life of Moses was threatened in Exodus 17:4, and they 
sought to stone him. In John 8:59 and 10:31, we are told that 
the people were ready to stone Jesus Christ. 

Moses was called the meekest man on the earth in Num¬ 
bers 12:3. Jesus said, “I am meek and lowly in heart” (Matt. 
11:29). 

Moses is called faithful in Hebrews 3:5. In Revelation 
3:14, Jesus is called “the faithful and true Witness.” 

Moses fasted for forty days in Exodus 34:28. Jesus fasted 
for forty days in the wilderness (Matt. 4:2). 

Moses’ face shone when he came down from the mount in 
Exodus 34:29,35. Jesus was transfigured oil the mount when 
He took the three disciples there. 

Moses washed Aaron and his sons with water in Leviticus 
8:6. God said to give the priests a bath. They had to wash 
them and clothe them. Jesus washed the feet of His disciples 
(Jn. 13:1). 



Moses completed the Tabernacle and finished the work God 
gave him to do, as recorded in Exodus 40:33. Jesus, in pray¬ 
ing to the Father in John 17:4 , said, “I have finished the work 
which Thou gavest Me to do, ” 

When Moses was old in Deuteronomy 34:7 , it states that 
his eyesight did not grow dim and his physical strength did 
not abate. When Jesus died on the cross, He was in the flower 
of manhood; His eyes were perfect as ever, and there was no 
feebleness about Him. There was nothing weak about Jesus - 
He had no sin. He had no disease and no sickness, but He 
took all cur diseases and sicknesses upon Himself. 

The Scriptures state that Moses died for others in Deuter¬ 
onomy 3:26: 

“But the Lord was wroth with me for your sokes, 

and would not hear me: and the Lord said unto me. 

Let it suffice thee; speak no more unto me of this 

matter. ” 

Jesus did not die for Himself; He died for you and for me 
(Jn. 15:13). 

Before Moses left the scene, he appointed a successor, 
Joshua (Deut. 31:23). When Jesus left, He appointed some¬ 
one to succeed Him, the Holy Spirit (Jn. 14:6,18). 

Moses gave the people an inheritance in the land east of 
Jordan as related in Joshua 1:14. Ephesians 1:11 states that 
in Jesus Christ, we have an inheritance. He has begotten us to 
an inheritance, incorruptible and undefiled. 

The death of Moses was necessary for Israel to enter into 
Canaan. Jesus had to die so that you and I could be brought 
back into favor with heaven, and eventually have a place in 
the heavenly glory. Canaan is a picture of the heavenly realm. 

Moses appeared a second time in Matthew 17:3. Acts 1:11 
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states that “...this same Jesus, which is taken up from you 
into heaven, shall so come in like manner....” 

When Moses died, no one could find the place of his burial 
- they could not find his bones. When Jesus died, His bones 
could not be found. It is true that Jude writes that Satan dis¬ 
puted for the body of Moses, but they did not find his bones. 
Jesus’ bones are not in the Promised Land because He rose 
again from the dead. He said, “ Handle Me, and see; for a 
spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye see Me have” (Lk. 
24:39). 

Moses sang with the congregation in Exodus 15. Jesus 
will sing praises in the raids * < )f His brethren (Heb. 2:12). In 
Revelation 15:3, “they sang the song of Moses and of the 
Lamb.” 

In Deuteronomy 34:10-11, the last book that Moses wrote, 
we are told that, 

“There arose not a prophet in Israel like unto 
Moses, whom the Lord knew face to face in all the 
signs and the wonders, which the Lord sent him to 
do in the land of Egypt to Pharaoh, and to all his 
servants, and to all his land, ” 

But see Who succeeded and Who surpassed him in John 
10:15: “As the Father knoweth Me, even so know I the Fa¬ 
ther: and I lay down My life for the sheep, ” 

Moses knew God, but Jesus knew the Father more than 
Moses did. John 15:24 says, 

“If 1 had not done among them the works which 
none other man did, they had not had sin: but now 
have they both seen and hated both Me and My Fa¬ 
ther.” 


The works of Moses were surpassed. 



Moses fulfilled three major offices. He was a Prophet, a 
priest, and a king. And. Jesus fulfills all three offices. Deu¬ 
teronomy 18:18 reads, 

“I will raise them up a Prophet from among their 
brethren, like unto thee, and will put My words in 
His mouth; and He shall speak unto them all that 1 
shall command Him,” 

Jesus is called “that Prophet” in John 6:14: 

“... This is of a truth, that Prophet that shall come 
into the world. ” 

Psalms 99:6 states, 

“Moses and Aaron among his priests and Samuel 
among them that call upon His Name; they called 
upon the Lord, and He answered them.” 

Hebrews 7:24 tells us that Jesus Christ is our High Priest 
after the order of Melchisedek. Deuteronomy 33:4-5 tells us 
that, 

“Moses commanded us a law, even the inherit¬ 
ance of the congregation of Jacob. And he was king 
in Jeshurun, when the heads of the people and the 
tribes of Israel were gathered together. ” 

AndAcA 17:7 states, 

“Whom Jason hath received: and these all do con¬ 
trary to the decrees of Caesar, saying, that there is 
another king, one Jesus. He is the King of Glory 
and the King of kings.” 

In Exodus 33:8-9, Moses is shown as a mediator. He came 
between the people and God. But there is only one Mediator 
between man and God, Christ Jesus (I Tim. 2:5). 

Jesus called twelve apostles and sent them forth. Moses 



sent forth twelve spies to spy the Promised Land (Mk. 3:13- 
14, Deut. 1:23). 

Jesus sent out seventy, two by two, into every city and place. 
He gave them Holy Spirit power to go and do signs and won¬ 
ders. In Numbers 11:16-24, God took of His Spirit upon Moses 
and put it on the seventy elders to help Moses in the task of 
judging the nation of Israel. When God did this, Moses did 
not have less power. Jesus did not have less power when He 
gave the Spirit to the seventy disciples. 

Moses can be contrasted to Jesus also. In John 1:17, we 
read: 

“For the Law was given by Moses, but grace and 

truth came by Jesus Christ. ” 

And in 11 Corinthians 3:7 we read that in Moses’ face 
there was a fading glory. In verse 10, there was a glory that 
excelled; that is the glory of Jesus Christ, which is greater 
than the glory of Moses. In Exodus 34:3, the people feared 
to look at the glory upon Moses’ face. But in Mark 9:15, 
after Jesus came down the Mount, the people ran towards 
Him! 

The first act of Moses in Exodus 2:12 was to slay a man. 
The first act Jesus performed in Mark 1:25-36 was to heal a 
man. 

The first miracle of Moses was to turn water into blood. 
The first miracle of Jesus was to turn water into wine (Jn. 
2 : 1 - 11 ). 

Moses prayed for a leper - his sister, Miriam (Num. 12:13). 
Jesus healed a leper in Matthew 8:23. 

Moses kept the first Passover (Heb. 11:28). The last Pass- 
over was kept by Jesus in the upper room in Luke 22:15. 

Moses was willing to be a substitute for God’s people (Ex. 



32:31-33), but Jesus became the actual substitute. 

Moses was forty days in the mount, and Jesus was forty 
days in the wilderness. 

Moses had an incomplete exodus in Deuteronomy 3:25 - 
27. He did not enter the Promised Land; he only saw it. In 
Luke 9:31, Moses and Elijah came and instructed Jesus con¬ 
cerning the exodus that He was to accomplish in Jerusalem. 

Did the signs and wonders Moses performed cause Israel 
to leave Egypt? No, they were not sufficient. Why? Because 
the final stroke that caused them to leave was the application 
of the blood of the Passover lamb on their doorposts and lin¬ 
tels. The Pharaoh had to let them go. When Jesus came do¬ 
ing signs and wonders, Satan’s kingdom began to be broken 
up. Jesus shed His Blood and said, “It is finished.” After He 
was raised from the dead, Satan’s kingdom was shaken and 
broken up, and the way is now open for man to receive eter¬ 
nal life and to come out of Satan’s kingdom and become a 
citizen of the Kingdom of God! 

We should not follow after signs and wonders. Jesus said, 
“ithese signs will follow them that believe” (Mk. 16:17). Signs 
follow you; you don’t have to follow signs. God still per¬ 
forms signs and wonders today, but we must get occupied 
with the Miracle Worker Himself - God. And once your life 
is in harmony with Him, signs and wonders will follow you. 

He said that no sign should be given this wicked and per¬ 
verse generation but the sign of the Prophet Jonah (Matt. 6:14). 
Jonah was three days and three nights in the belly of the great 
fish. Jonah did not live three days in the fish’s belly; he died. 
He was a type showing the resurrection of the Lord. Jonah 
prayed two prayers, one from the fish’s belly and one out of 
Hell when he cried unto God (Jon. 2:1-2). So, Jonah was 
dead and resurrected which is a perfect type of the resurrec¬ 
tion of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
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Jesus said, 

“For had ye believed Moses, ye would have be¬ 
lieved Me: for he wrote of Me.” 

John 5:46 

Moses had a Gospel to preach in his day. With the Holy 
Spirit, we have seen the rich depths of truth that God gave 
Moses. We shall marvel more in the ages to come of the 
depths of the ministry of Moses. 

If you have not seen Jesus Christ in this study, you have 
missed everything. If He has not become more real to you in 
the Scriptures, and your life not been stirred, then something is 
seriously lacking. We need a revelation of the Lord, and that 
comes as His Word is expounded to us.
